intions $50, $100. 8500, and $1000. "Phe loan will be offered in two ma- 
turities--five year bonds, due November 1, 1928, and 15 year bonds due 
November 1, 198%, '

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST 
INFLUENZA 


—o-— 


(1) The sick should be separated 
from the healthy. This is especially 
important in the case of first attacks 
in the household. 

(2) Discharges from the nose and 
mouth should not be allowed to get 
dry on a pocket handkerchief or in- 
side the house, office or factory, They 
should at once be collected in paper 
tor clean rags and burned, Lf this can- 
not be done, they should be dropped 
into a vessel containing water. 

(3) Infected articles and rooms 
should be cleansed and disinfected. 
'Use disinfectants everywhere. Wash 
the hands frequently. 

(4) Those attacked should not, on 
‘any account, mingle with other people 
\for at least a period of ten days from 
the commencement of the attack, In 
severe cases, they should remain away 
from work for a longer period. 

(5) Special attention should be giv- 
jen to cleanliness and ventilation. 
Warm clothing should be worn, the 
feet should be kept dry and all un- 
necessary exposure avoided,
